WasuinaTonr, D. C., Feb. 12.—The Ways and 
Means Committee has not as yet taken any 
action upon the Fort bill to reduce the tax on 
knowledge by placing soda-ash and caustic soda 
on the free list and reducing the tariff on paper. 
The Committee has been so occupied with the 
question ot refunding and with hearing evi- 
dence relative tothe duty on steel rails and on 
sugar that there has been no opportunity to 
consider the Fort bill, which has only recently 
been received from the Government Printing- 
Office. As the Committee has decided to post- 
pone further consideration of the steel and sugar 
subjects until the arguments have been printed, 
it is possible that within the next few days at- 
tention can be given to the Fort bill. There is a 
disposition on the part of some of the Commit- 
tee not to refer the bill relating to the separate 
articles in the tariff to Sub-Committees, but to

is, final action would be sooner taken. 

THE OPPONENTS OF THE MEASURE 
will, of course, seek delay at every stage, as it 
is to the advantage of the protectionists to ob- 
struct the consideration of tariff measures. De- 
lay is an important aid to final defeat, for, un- 
less bills affecting important interests are 
brought before the House early in the session, 
the prospects of ultimate passage are much im- 
paired. The Fort bill, however, has very strong 
friends on the Committee, although it is prob- 
able that its details have not been fully exam- 
ined, and that some amendments will be neces- 
sary to make it accomplish the objects for 
which it was introduced. One obstacle to 
the success of the bill is the 
fact that its friends have not sufficient 
knowledge of the condition of the paper trade 
or of the mature of paper manufacture to 
answer promptly and satisfactorily the specious 
arguments which the paper manufacturers will 
undoubtedly present in opposition to the bill. 
One of the devices to which the opponents of 
the bill may resort to make enemies for it is to 
include alum in the list of chemicals to be 
placed on the free-list. Alum, it is true, is used 
to a considerable extent in the manufacture of 
paper, but very much less than soda-ash or 
caustic soda.

THE INCREASE OF EUROPEAN ARMIES. 
It is one of the most significant illustra- 


taxes itself to support what does not benefit 
or enrich people, but on the other hand 
grinds them down to the earth, impoverishes 
them, and ruins their industries, Rapid as 
the progress of the world has been in the arts, 
sciences, and every feature of modern ceivili- 
zation, its most rapid advancement has been 
in the creation of colossal national debts to 
support vast standing armies and provide 
material of war in time of peace. The 
Frankfort correspondent of the London 
Times recently mad an estimate of the gen- 
eral budgets, showing that the public ex- 
penditure in Europe has increased in four- 
teen years from $1, 990,000,000 to 82, 925, 000.000. 
In Russia and Germany it was actually more 
than double in 187) what it was in 1865. 
During the same period national debts ‘have 
increased from $13,130,000,000 to $21,620,- 
000,000,—an average increase of $606,428,- 
282 per annum. Of these vast amounts 
the largest proportion is spent in the 
military naval services. Germany 
spent in 1865 over $50,000,000 on i.s army and 
navy, and last year $105,000,000; Russia 
8105.000, 000 and 38180, 000, 00, respectively. 

and France spent in 1865, respect- 
ively, $15,000,000 and $85,000,000, and last 
year $160,000,000 and 8138, 000, 000. These 
amounts will be still further increased this 
year, as there is a general increase of arma- 
ments, garrisons, forts, armies, and war ma- 
terial all over Europe, and meanwhile, with 
the exception of England and Holland, there 
has been no decrease of debt, For this im- 
mense outlay there is no adequate return, 
and there ig no hope for the future, because 
the demand for men and money will go on 
increasing until that.very problematical time 
arrives when some one nation will be strong 
enough to demand and enforce a general dis- 
armament, The Times, in discussing its cor- 
respondent's letter, says: 

“If ever there was an appetite which grew 
with feeding. the appetite craves for 
larger war-budgets and greater armies is such 
anone. Men's homes are no dearer to them in 
1880 than they were in 1885. National pride is 
not higber, nor the national sense of right and 
justice keener. The sole cause of the night- 
mare which is riding Europe down is that each 
naiion is striving to steal a marth upon its 
neighbor before its neighbor's open eyes. Mil- 
tary budgets and armaments. might be cut down 
all round by half, and the relative strength and 
security of States not be by an elles breadth 
impaired.” a 

And yet the work goes on. Instead of 
stealing a march upon one another, each fol- 
lows the other. When Germany increased 
her army recently, Austria and Russia and 
Italy immediately did the same, and. France 
and England would undoubtedly have done 
the same also were not the former already 
stronger than Germany, and the latter not

And what is the other side of the picture? 
General poverty, misery, and distress. In 
Russia, millions of people are steeped in the 
most abject ignorance and wretchedness, 
scourged with epidemies, and suffering with 
hunger. With all her vast standing army, 
and the millions upon millions she spends 
every year, Russia cannot protect her ruler 
from the plots of her functionaries 
from the assaults of ilism, or her public 
property from the torch of the incendiary. It 
is hard to conceive of a huger satire 
than the spectacle of this vast standing 
army kept up for purposes of protection and 
unable to protect the Government itself from 
the assaults of a handful of Nihilists. With 
disordered finances threatening bankruptcy, 
with her people discontented with the Govern- 
ment, with labor gro- d down to the earth, 
with ignorance, misery, and destitution 
everywhere, Russia continues increasing her 
armies and piling up taxation. How 
better off is German,, with all he

NWATIONAL-BANK MANAGEMENT. 

The Congressional Committee charged 
with investigating the management of the 
defunct German National Bank has made its 
report, after a long delay which was re- 
garded as significant of an attempt to modify 
its strictures. It cannot be known, of 
course, to what extent outside pressure has 
succeeded in. softening the tone of censure 
which pervades the report, but the fact that 
Mr. Greeneb@im is now under indictment 
for having violated the National-Banking act 
in his management of the German National 
has probably influenced the Committee to 
put the best possible aspect upon the matter 
in order not to prejudice his case. The re- 
port, however, discloses the fact that the 
Committee was abundantly satisfied that the 
bank had been Joosely and recklesly, if not 
corruptly, managed. 

From the brief abstract of the evidence 
taken by the Committee, it appears that the 
books and accounts were kept so blindly that 
it was almost impossible for expert account- 
ants to make an intelligent estimate of the 
bank’s transactions; that overdrafts were 
permitted in large amounts, which did not 
even appear on the books; that the President 
had taken money for his own use which was 
represented by mere memoranda on slips of 
paper, but counted as cash in the assets; and 
that there was a startling shrinkage in the 
assets of the bank after the failure and dur- 
ing a period when Mr. Greenebaum still con- 
tinued to be the virtual manager. The most 
important conclusion which the Committee 
has derived from the investigation is that the 
Diréctors utterly neglected to attend to their 
duty. The fact seems to be that Mr. Greene- 
baum was permitted to run the bank as if it 
were exclusively his own, and that he used 
the funds belonging to the depositors as if 
the rights of the latter were entirely subor- 
dinate to his own judgment and interests, in- 
stead of being guarded, as they should have 
been, by the restrictions of the National- 
Banking rules. 4 

There is no doubt that National-bank Di- 
rectors in the past have exhibited a very 
common indifference to their responsibili- 
ties under the law. It may be that the fail- 
ures which occurred in considerable num- 
bers two or three years ago have served as a 
warning to bank Directors to keep them- 
selves better informed as to the current man- 
agement of institutions in which they have 
assumed a sacred trust; but the force of this 
warning would have been materially in- 
creased had the penalties of the Bank act been 
enforced in flagrant cases of dereliction. 
Every Director is required to take an oath to 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs 
of the bank, and not to violate nor know- 
ingly permit to be violated any of the provis- 
ions of the National-Bank law. The rule for 
the regulation of the banking business under 
the National law would, if strictly obeyed, 
almost surely avert loss to the depositors, 
and it is the duty of the Directors to see 
that the bank is managed in conform- 
ance to these rules. Among some of the 
prohibited practices which have been shown 
to be common in banks that have failed may 
be mentioned the following: Not more than 
one-tenth of the capital stock may be loaned 
to any one person or comp*ny; no bank may 
make a loan on the security of its own 
shares; all debts overdue and unpaid during 
a period of six months must be charged up 
as bad debts; dividends must not exceed net 
profits; no loans may be made when the re- 
serve is below the limit required by law; no 
check can be lawfully certified except the 
drawer has an amount of money on actual 
deposit equal to the amount specified in the 
check. If these and other provisions of the 
law were strictly enforced in every instance, 
the failure of a National bank would be so 
rare an event as to be equally startling with 
a bank failure in England. 

In applying the irregularities in the man- 
agement of the German National Bank asa 
basis for an improvement in the law, the 
Committee of Congress recommend such 
amendments as will provide a more strict 
accountability on the part of the Directors, 
and make stockholders liable not only for 
the amount of stock held by them, but also 
for an additional sum equal to said stock, 
The stockholders’ liability under the law is 
| already fixed at the amount which appears 
to be recommended by the Committee. The 
language of the law is as follows: “ The 
shareholders of every National Banking 
Association shall be held individually re- 
sponsible, equally and ratably, and not for one 
another, for all contracts, debts, and engage- 
ments of such association, to the extent of 
the amount of their stock therein, at the par 
value thereof, in addition to the amount 
invested in such shares,” It may be that 
the Committee intends to recommend that 
the liability of stockholders shall be double 
what it is now, in addition to their invest- 
ment in stock; and, in view of the fact that 
similar liability in Great Britain is limited 
only by the entire property of bank stock- 
holders, there would seem to be no injustice 
in the proposition. The accountability of 
| Directors, under the law as it now stands, is 
very broad in so far as they are individually 
liable for all damages that may be sustained 
| by the association, the shareholders, or any 
other person, for any violation of the law 
which they “knowingly” permit. ‘The 
trouble is that there has never been a vigi- 
lant effort to enforce their accountability 
and the criminal penalties provided for such 
violation in the case of officers. 

The report of the Congressional Commit- 
tee on the German National Bank seriously 
reflects upon the Controller of the Currency 
to the extent that it indicates a mysteridus 
shrinkage of the assets after the failure, and 
creditors in viola- 
tion of the law. Committee say rather

There has been for some time, in certain 
portions of the country, a prevalent belief 
that water was about as pure and harmless a 
beverage as man could indulge in. Ken- 
tucky, it is true, has convinced her citizens 
that this Is a popular fallacy. In certain of 
the border States, in the Territories, and in 
our Elysium known as Alaska the natives 
have also shared the Bourbon superstition 
that water alone was absolutely unsafe for 
human beings to use. But, commonly speak- 
ing, the majority of our people have looked 
upon water as a pure and innocuous liquid. 
If they ever hesitated or wavered in their 
faith its chemical formula reassured them; 
surely hydrogen and oxygen properly mixed 
was Nature's own gift! Moreover our bodies 
and brains are but little else than water. 
“The blood of every man is four-fifths 
water; a man whose weight is 154 pounds is 
made up of 116 pounds of water and only 
thirty-eight pounds of dry, earthy matter.“ 
Like to like assuredly was a safe enough 
principle! All a mistake. The glass of water 
may be as fatal as the hemlock cup; the cool- 
ing draught be. followed by the dreaded 
typhoid. Nay, water is no longer hydrogen 
and oxygen. It is a swimming pond for infuso- 
ria; a bathing ground for sporules; a hatching 
house for ovules. The purest water obtain- 
able contains sufficient organic matter to 
furnish three good square meals a day to 
fishes, turtles, and other amphibious animals. 
It contains earthy salts and alkaloids, miner- 
als and samples of ammonia, nitric acid, car- 
bonic acid, and other poisonous gases. and 
“millions of bacteria.” This is the last 
feather upon the camel’s back: The cup 
that cheers without inebriating” may be 
poisonous; but to have sunk so low as to be- 
come a receptacle for bacteria—perish the 
thought! ‘ 

A writer in the last number of the National 
Quarterly Review, in an article on the Hy- 
giene of Water,” is the guilty individual 
who has furnished the anti-abstinence men 
with a new weapon of defense, Fortunately 
for him he has not revealed his identity, or 
the Temperance League would have bis sealp. 
His facts are somewhat startling. If they 
prove anything they prove too much, for, 
while ¢laiming that a condition of perfect 
health requires absolutely pure water, the 
writer also practically asserts that absolutely 
pure water is unatiainable. We notice that 
another writer in Hall’s Journal of Health 
treats of the same subject In very much the 
same way,—strikingly so, in fact,—bu‘ as he 
has arrived at more moderate conclusions an 
accusation of “ assimilation” does not apy. 

In brief, the unknown essayist quotes from 
authorities in England, France, and Ame 
to show that impure water and disease go 
hand in hand, and some striking instances of 
this fact are cited, He is of the opinion that, 
on the one hand, a very sudden and local- 
ized outbreak of either typhoid-fever or 
cholera is almost certainly owing to intro- 
duction of poison by water,” and, on the 
other hand, that “it appears certain that the 
health of the community always improves 
when an abundance of pure water is given.” 
Brooklyn boasts of the purity of its Ridge- 
wood—“the purest water on the planet, so 
they say.“ But-what says our iconoclast? 
“Look at a glass of it. It is clouded with 
sand perhaps, —it commonly is. Let that set- 
tle and hold the glass up te the sunlight: 
numberless particles and threads of decayed 
and decaying vegetable matter are observed 
suspended in the fluid, and he who applies

THE TAX FOR PROTECTING SUGAR. 

THE TRIBUNE yesterday published a care- 
fully-compiled statement of the production 
of cane-sugar in the United States from the 

ending June, 1834, to the end of June, 
The statement is prepared in the in- 
sof the sugar industries. We do not 
unde d these figures as offering any 
gy or excuse for the continuance of the 
present sugar tariff, which imposes an ex- 
cessive tax, and permits, if not invites, exten- 
sive frauds on the Treasury. The table of 
the annual production of cane-sugar fn this 
country show@that in 18445 the total was 
200,000,000 pounds, worth $9,000,000, ° In 
1852-3 the product was 368,000,000 pounds, 
worth $15,458,000, while in the next year the 
product reached 495,200,000 pounds, having a 
value of only $15,726,000. The quantity pro- 
duced that year has never been equaled 
since, except in 18612 when it was 528,000,- 
pounds, 

The sugar-planting interest has always de- 
manded protection“; it has probably been 
swindied extensively under the idea that it 
was really protected, just as the American 
farmers have supposed they are protected by 
the duties on wool. Nevertheless, the sugar 
men in Congress have always stood firmly by 
the various rings. ‘They have befriended the 
quinine monopoly, and the steel rails, the 
salt, and all the other scandals of the tariff. 
They claim to be an “infant” industry; and 
we merely wish to invite attention to the tax 
which the American people have been paying 
to support this infant. We give the figures 
showing the American crop since 1869, and its 
valne, and the quantity of foreign sugar im- 
ported during the same years, and the amount 
of tax paid on the same by the consumers:
